SICILY. 

The“ Gazette of Genoa” brings us news from Si- 
cily, the appalling character of which leads us to ho 
and to expect that it may be greatly exaggerated. The 
relation furnished by the Naples correspondent of this 
journal is professedly founded on the version given by 
the Princess of Carini, the wile of the Neapolitan 
ambassador at London, of the horrible carnage from 
which she was by a miracle” rescued. On the Ist 
inst., the Neapolitan troops, under the command of 
Cataldo an Wittenbach (a Swiss), attacked the city of 
Carini, whch was obstinately defended until the 21st, 
when the insurgents, overpowered by numbers, were 
compelled to evacuate the city. A frightful massacre 
then ensued. The city left in the hands of the victors 
was abandoned to the licence of the infuriated soldiery, 
and is now, according to our informant, a heap of ruins. 
Neither age nor sex was red men, women, and 
vhildren, even those who had fled for refuge to the altars 
of the churches, were ruthlessly butchered. Such is the 
account which we have received of this aflair, an ac- 
count which, though doubtless overcoloured, announces 
the first instalment of the feartul reprisals of the Lour- 
bon Government.

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Arr we to return to the age of the stocks, pillory, 

and ducking-stool ?, Scarcely had the Legislature 

abolished the punishment of the lash, except under 

most exceptional cases, in the army and navy, when 

a nobleman proposes to punish, by flogging, grown 
men it may be tradesmen or peers—who in a moment 
of passion or irritation, have assaulted women or 
children. Lord Raynham proposes to concede to 
magistrates the power of inflicting from six to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment, and from one to three flog- 
gings, upon husbands who have used the argumentum 
Baculinum on their wives, or who may have castigated 
their children. We are not apologists for the brutal 
husband or the cruel father, or the coarse ruffian 
who assails the frail or feeble. No punishment is 
‘oo severe for such characters as these. But punish- 
ments are by no means effective in proportion to 
their severity. There were fewer prosecutions for 
forgery when the penalty was death, and frequently 
the guilty escaped through the unwillingness of the 
jury to condemn, and the merciful interposition of 
the judge. Few magistrates would be inclined to 
sentence to corporal punishment, which involves a 
peculiar species of degradation, and few wives would 
be inclined to prosecute, when they knew that unless 
a man was utterly hardened, the result of the punish- 
ment would be hatred against the prosecutrix. 
A Bill of this description would open the door to 
numberless abuses ani a multitude of false ac- 
cusations. We must not consider that the 
male sex alone are erring. 
and ill-tempered woman might intentionally exas- 
perate a man to the verge of madness. She 
might impose upon a magistrate, or, by 
testimony concocted by interested parties, shí 
could convict a man, and rid herself of his 
society for 18 months. It is contrary to the whol 
spirit of recent legislation to commit such arbitrary 
power to the hands of stipendiaries or magistrates, 
without any possible rule to define what degree of 
violence any one amongst them should designate as 
agyravated. In the army, not a single lash can be 
inflicted without sentence of court-martial, subject to 
ithe approval of the higher authorities. It is mon- 
strous to give to the magistrates of country towns a 
power which even the commanders of regiments do 
not possess. The Bill would create incessant dis- 
cord and misery among the lower orders. As Mr. 
Clay observed, It is common with ill-tempered and 
drunken women to cry out to a husband, “ You 
“brute! if you hold up your hand against me, | 
"will have you up for six months.” If the Legis- 
lature gave power to a womanto say to her husband, 
sl will have you whipped like a dog,” the conse- 
quences, in many cases, would be, not assault, but 
murder. For far too long a period, women were 
inefficientiy protected by the law, but now, as is 
usual in endeavours to correct errors, we are running 
to the opposite extreme. If a woman be grievously 
assaulted by her husband, she has but to prove the 
facts, and she is separated from him. If a wife desire 
to degrade her husband to the condition of a whipped 
cur, and yet to retain her hold upon him and his 
earnings, it is not the part of a pradent Legislature 
to facilitate her desires. Wife-beating and woman. 

beating are gradually on the deeliue. Six months 
imprisonment is a severe punishment, and affords a 
chance of reformation; but what can you expect 
from a man whom you have degraded to the lowest, 
by lashing him as you would a dog 

The true remedy against wife or woman beating 
is to educate the people, and to encourage habits of 
moderation and sobriety. ‘There are cases, we know, 
in which the moral sense is lost, and men not only 
act but feel like beasts. But laws of universal applica- 
tion must not be made to meet a few special cases, 
If the maxim be true, “better that one hundred 
guilty persons should escape than that one innocent 
person should be punisbe I,“ it is also better that 
twenty should be punished too lightly than ont 
punished with a degradation which must embitter 
life to its close. 

But the punishment may be made severe; it can- 
not be made too severe for the unprovoked assailant 
of women. The law at present allows the substitu- 
tion ot a fine in lieu of imprisonment, and thus the 
rich escape while the poor are punished. If every 
one, no matter what his station, convicted of ag- 
gravated assaults on women, were punished with im- 
prisonment, accompanied with hard labour, without 
the option ofa fine, there would be fewer assaults 
and less cause for further legislation. 

To be consistent, Lord Raynham should punish

The Times on the Second Reading of the Reform 
Bill on Thursday night : --- 


The real question decided last night ie not whether 
we are to have a Reform in the Representation, but 
whether it is to be this session or some lut ure one 
Are we to pass a measure the confessed fault of which 
ia its utter simplicity before next September, or to begin 
all over again next February with the same bill, or one 
rather more pretentious? There is no denying that 
this is the question—unless, indeed, there be those who 
fondly hope that some casualty—a war, an invasion, 
perhaps, nobody knows what—may intervene to occupy 
our minds with self-preservation, or hand over the re 
vision of our electoral system to the very able advisers 
of his Imperial Majesty. ‘To those who entertain these 
hopes we have nothing to say, except that, in the event 
of their expectations being fulfilled, we may save our- 
selves the trouble of doing what will be done for us so 
much more completely. We have only to repeat that 
under ordinary circumstances there must and will be 
a Parliamentary Reform of one kind or other. Is it. 
then, worth while to defeat this for the chance of a 
better one ? Is it worth while to resume the contro- 
versy next February, with the prospect of finding our- 
selves engaged next May in estimating the efficts of a 
£6 franchise? Now, a year is a very large period o! 
time, Wecannot pretend that our own Constitution 
is much more than one thousand years old. Are 
we, then, to give another whole year to the 
question whether a few score constituencies will be 
improved, or rendered more liable to vicious influences, 
by the admission of six-pounders? The ques 
tion itself is avery simple one. Out of ten men of 
standing and experience one meet in a day, 
nine entertain no manper of doubt that any £6 house- 
holder in Kngland will sell his vote to the highest bid- 
der, whether the market price be £10 or 108. This may 
on rather a cynical view of the british couse se, but 
it only means that an English working man fas very

In the sheep classa very fine pen of im- 
proved hoggete was sold by Mr. Thomas Blandford, 
of near this city, to Mr. Charles Hayes, victualler, 
at an average of three guineas each. The sales were alto-

undred and thirty-five sheep, and six hundred and seventy- 
four pigs.—Cork Constitution. 


DESTRUCTION OF A HOUSE IN GRAFTON- 
STREET BY FIRE, 

One of the most serious fires which bave occurred in 
Dublin for some time took place in Grafton-street, 
when the Habanna Cigar Company's premises (Dublin 
branch) were burnt to the ground. It appears that at 
twelve o'clock, a servant in the house perceiving the 
smell of dense smoke in the kitchen, rushed up stairs, 


and gave notice of the fact, which was immediately 
made known to Sergeant Humphrey, 115 B, who fortu- 
nately happened to be passing by in the street at the 


time. He at once despatched several police-constables 
on outside cars to the various fire offices, to procure 
the engines. Meanwhile the flames had reached the 


shop above, where in a few minutes they took hold of the 
different fixtures, including the large tier of cigar boxes, 
which easily ignited and rapidly increased the blaze. 
The fine plate-glass next cracked in pieces, and the 
window frames, counter, &., were shortly afterwards 
consumed. The flames then burst forth in all directions, 
and, catching the signboard, great apprehensions were 
entertained for the safety of the adjoining house—Mr. 
Tyndall's boot and shoe establishment. By the efforts 
of Sergeant Humphrey, however, a great deal of the 
property was saved, and all the woodwork pos 
sible to be removed ‘was carried away from the 
spot. The flames having totally destroyed the lower 
part of the house, next mounted to the second storey, 
which in about ten minutes, became a prey to the de- 
vouring element. Between half-past twelve and one 
o'clock the engines commenced to arrive, anda supply 
of water having been obtained, they were soon set play- 
ing upon the house. The Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, 
Mr. Crofton, and a large body of police, were on the 
ground. IIis lorcship was obliged to stop the West of 
England engine from being put into action, owing to 
the gross waste of water it occasioned, from the inef- 
ficient condition of the hose, which leaked to such an 
extent as to draw off the great power of water from the 
other engines. At half-past one o'clock the root fell in, 
and the fire was, in a short time after, got under. The 
inside of the premises are nothing but a heap of ashes. 
It is stipposed they are insured. Providentially, no lives 
were lost, 
At four o’clock the fire was nearly subsided, but the 
house was momentarily expected to fall. The house 
adjoining, belonging to Mr. Iyndall, was seriously in- 
jured, the roof having caught fire. Traffic in that 
tion of the street is temporarily impeded, chains 
ing placed across the street. 


ROBBERY BY A RETURNED CONVICT. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Drocurpa, Fripay.—On last night, between eleven

He had only recently undergone a sen- 
tence of transportation tor six years, The prisoner, 
who had nothing to say, was removed, and is to stand 
his trial at the coming sessions.
